of the Transvaal because she has as- 
sumed responsibility for the debts of 
that country, Including the bonds 
is- 


sued prior to the war.

Vienna, Dec. 1.—One of the fiercest 


and most bloody battles of the Turk- 
ish-Macedonian rebellion is reported 
to have been' fought at Plana 
on 


Sunday and meager reports are being 
brought Into the city by couriers who 
have arrived at the telegraph stations 
from the battlefield. 


Loss Is Heavy 


The loss on both sides Is reported 


as very heavy the Macedonians losing 
three hundred and two killed and one 
hundred and forty-three 
wounded 


while the Turks lost two hundred kill- 
ed and six hundred wounded. 


Turkish Victory 


While the Turks were the heaviest 


losers the Macedonians fled in dis- 
order and left their dead and wound- 
ed on the field. The Turks were too 
crippled to follow with much speed 
and.tire at present recuperating.

The 
concise, simply told tale of the -extra- 
ordinary campaign Is marked through- 
out with the stamp of 
truth. 
The 


baldness of the narrative only serves 
to bring Into relief the flery passages 
In which a strong man literally blurts 
out his soul In pathetic regret or bit- 
ter denunciation. 


In thus taking the public Into

confidence De Wet loses nothing

Causes For Evil

existing conditions. 
Business stress 


demands a man's tlmo and strength 
until he has little to devote to munici- 
pal affairs. 
Most American men are 


men of peace and this easy-going qual- 
ity protects evil conditions. 
Then 


men bellei-o that they cannot do any 
reform work because of personal busi- 
ness Interests. 
Behind the barrier 


of these things, evil goes on uninter- 
rupted and every citizen has a share 
of the responsibility. 


What do men do about them?

Sometimes they abuse the

Things To Do 


What are some things that 
can 


be done? 
The city needs first of all 


application of business methods to the 
management of municipal affairs.

fatherhood and motherhood of patriot- 
ism and citizenship. 


Any disrespect of law or Immoral

league.

Need To Investigate

Ing paragrph was addressed to work 
Ingrnen. and it IB so full of good soun 
sense, that It is worth repeating. Mr 
Blaine said: 


"The first political speech which 


I 'delivered after more than a year1 
absence In Europe was in this grca 
city, last month. 
I then.warned th 


laboring men of. tho United State 
that 
a protective tariff was' thel 


shield and bulwark; that they cool 
break It down with .votes, or 
they 


could sustain It with their votes, 
repeat that same admonition In th 
same great city, here and now. If th 
great army of wage-earners In thi 
country will not protect themselves 
there is no other power that can pro 
tect them.

Escape of Prisoner—Question for Jury 


A constable was convicted for al- 


lowing a prisoner to escape from his 
custody. Tho state law relating to'a 
charge against an officer for allow- 
ing a prisoner to escape provides that 
It shall be sufficient.

DEAD HERO BUT 16 YEARS OLD 


Boy Watchman Discovers the Intrud- 


ers and Enters Into • 
Desperate 


Conflict With the Murderers, Empty- 
ing Two Revolvers Before He Falls. 


Ind.. Dec. 1.—During a 


heroic battle In defense of the cash of 
the Weslvllle State bank Wesley Key- 
Holds way uliot through tbu heart 
shortly before daylight Sunday morn- 
ing by u mimiber of. n gang 'oJ rub- 
bers. Previous to receiving his di-alli 
•wound he had been shut through the 
bead and again through the iiecU. Al- 
though one 
of 
the bullets causing 


these wounds shattered his chin, OIK; 
tearing a big holt: through to the bnse 
of the brain, whllo the otlior past-oil 
clear through hl» body, tho faithful 
bank clerk fought on until he had emp- 
tied two revolvers In a vain effort to 
kill one or more of his four assailant*. 
His bravery prevented the looting of 
the bank. 


Pursue Desperadoes. 


The robbers. OIK: believed to lie bad- 


ly wounded, fled from tho SCCIIH of 
death. A big posso pursued them all 
day and a lynching Is sure to result If 
the fugitives arc captured. The clil- 
tens have offered n reward of $1,000 
lor the arrest of tho murderers. 


Reynolds was only 16 years old. 


Aside from being a trusted clerk lit* 
acted lii the capacity of wutclunan. 
sleeping In the Hani; at night, with 
three revolvers wlililn reach. Judging 
from 
appearances. 
Reynolds 
was 


awakened by a crash at a rear window 
of the bunk, near which ho was sleep- 
ing.

Clerk Opens Fire. 


The Eound of crashing glass, broken 


pieces of which strewed the Moor when 
the. murder "was discovered, brought 
young Reynolds to the rescue of his 
employer's funds. Apparently two of 
the robbers crept In through the shut 
tered window and thu moment Key- 
Holds could get a gilmpsaof a moving 
figure he opened fire. 


Bullet boles In the furnishings show 


that Reynolds must have tired at one 
robber who took refugu behind a coun- 
ter. 
Whllo he was shooting at this 


nan the other robber crept along the 
west wall of the batik and opened fire 
on Reynolds from tho rear. The fire 
from behind diverted the clerk's at- 
tention an Instant and the man behind 
tbs counter, who must have been closo 
to hlic, brought his revolver Into ac 
tlon. Which man Inflicted the wound 
that Reynolds received Is not known, 
but it Is certain tho heroic guard re- 
ceived all. his Injuries while facing 
Ills foes.

Ten empty cartridges wcro 
found on the floor wbero one of llio 
robbers must have stood, theso show- 
ing that the robbar emptied and re- 
filled his revolver at least twice dur- 
ing the battle. The empty shells wcro 
of 44 caliber, much larger than tliosa 
In Reynolds' weapon. 


Robbers Disappear. 


One of the bullets that struck Hey 


nolds passed through his chin 
and 


lodged at tho base of tbi> brain. 
An 


other went Into his neck and, turning 
downward, passed out of his body ba- 
twecn his shoulder blades. The thlrc 
bullet struck him in the heart and 
probably killed him Instantly. 


Their victim dead, the robbers bur 


rlcd from the bank to Charles Her- 
rold's barn, where they stole a horse 
and surrey and prepared to 
Icavo 


town. 
After tho tragedy was dlscov 


ered some of the townspeople re mem 
bercd having heard the sounds of 
galloping horse on the road leading 
out of town toward the south.
